But this time {t's a handsome, modern version of the 
old paddle boats that once plied the North Saskatchewan 
between Winnipeg and Edmonton before the days of the

The new craft—built in Edmon- ever to make a scheduled run on 


ton—will start its pleasure cruises 
on the North Saskatchewan on 
May 24, carying Victoria Day holi- 
dayers on its maiden run. 

It will lift anchor at the Low 
Level bridge, travel up river to 
Big Island—about e one-hour run 
—where passengers may picnic 
before returning to the city. 

The round-trip will cost Edmon- 
tonians approximately 50 cents

FREIGHTING, TOO 

Later on, the stern-wheeler will 
be used, as well, to freight lumber 
from the Drayton Valley district 
down river to Edmonton. 

The boat, still unnamed, was built 
this winter in Edmonton at Bests’ 
Woodworking shop, and will be 
aperated by Omer Gauthier, city 
erarpenter, and Stanley and John 
Bel), proprietors of the woodwork- 
Ing shop. 

Designer of the craft, Don Perry, 
who operated a power-driven pleas-| 
ure boat between Edmonton and 
Fort Saskatchewan before the war, 
will captain the craft on its first 
bruise. | 

The 36-foot three-ton boat is built 
ef plywood, and equipped with a 
Gasoline marine engine which 
powers its seven-foot paddle whee! 
Its deck provides acommodation 
for 30 passengers, and is roofed 
and equipped with drop canvas 
for use in stormy weather. The 
boat will be equipped with electric 
lights, radio, and with a soft drink 
and ice cream bar.

Safeguarding Power 


On the entirely reasonable principle 
that Edmonton should have sufficient elec- 
trical power to accommodate any new in- 
dustries of whatever size that, may estab- 
lish themselves here, the city council is 
preparing to authorize another unit of the 
power plant with a 30,000 kilowatt capac- 


ity. 

y Phis is essentially a safety measure 
and has its counterpart in the precautions 
that have been taken against damage to 
the plant by flood, 

Security is achieved in this respect by 
protective levees 47 feet above the River 
datum and three feet above the level of the 
1915 flood. Safety valves are attached to 
sewers in the plant area. ; 

Now these precautions against power 
shortage and against flood damage are far- 
seeing and admirable, nN 

But there is one danger which the civic 
administration has apparently overlooked 
and against which it has taken no preven- 
tive measure. 

And that is the danger involved in 
enemy action in case of war. ae 

It was suggested in The Bulletin’s 
letter columns some weeks ago that it was 
foolhardy to centralize all the power units 


in one place because one’direct hit by 
enemy aircraft could put Edmonton’s util- 
ities entirely out of action, 

With that view The Bulletin is in full 
accord, 

We do not believe that Edmonton will: 
see hostile action. But so long.as world 
affairs are in a hazardous state, there is a 
chance that Edmonton will see hostile 
action. 

Certainly any war between Russia and 
the United States would include the in- 
volvement of this area, 

So long as this chance remains and 
however remote it may be, we agree that 
it would be wiser to decentralize the var- 
ious units of the power plant as they are 
built. 

Such decentralization would be more 
costly than centralization. 

But recalling how hostile aircraft were 
able to follow the shining lines of rivers 
and streams in Britain, during the war, 
anyone must conclude that it would be 
cheaper in the long run, while safety 
measures are being considered; to secure 
Edmonton's power against total destruc- 
tion in belligerent action by decentraliza- 
tion now. ; 


Course for Recreation Leaders’ 


The only thing wrong wtth the three- 
weeks course to be given in Edmonton in 
recreation leadership, May 22 to June 10, 
is that it is far too short. 

The course is designed to train men 
and women who will be recreation and 
playground supervisors in Alberta towns 
and cities this summer. 

About 100 hours of instruction will be 
given in organizing activities for children 
and teen-agers, in crafts, drama, folk 
dancing, legal responsibility, athletics. 

This course will be eminently useful to 
those who take it and, naturally, to the 
children and adults who will benefit from 
it. 


But organized recreation is such a vital 
matter, that it seems too bad that some- 
thing more than three weeks could not be 
given to training those who will have 
charge of it. 

Of course, some of those who will at- 
tend will already have had training along 
these lines. 

But clearly the art of. dealing with 
children and enlisting their attention and 
respect is something that can hardly be 
acquired in 100 hours of instruction. 

The public should be prepared to spend 
more money on these things. 

For the useful employment of leisure 
time has come to be one of the vital prob- 
lems of this comparatively leisured age. 


The Saints and the Holy Ghost 


Between the festivals which mark the 
Ascension of Jesus Christ into heaven and 
the descent of God the Holy Ghost upon 
earth at Whitsuntide, it is not inapprop- 
riate to consider the effect of the Holy 
Ghost on the spirits of men as demonstrat- 
ed in the lives of the saints. 

That exposition is not difficult because 
the Church calendar, since Easter, has 
been singularly rich in the anniversaries 
of men and women whose lives were sanc- 
tified to high and holy purposes by the 
same power which opened the lips of the 
prophets, which inspires all works of 
beauty and unselfishness and which found- 
ed the Church Militant in earth. 

Since Easter, the names of these in- 
spired persons crowd the calendar like a 
very garden of human loveliness. 

Saint Leo the Great, St. Alphege, Saint 
Anselm, Saint George, St. Mark, Saint 
Catharine of Siena, Saint Philip, Saint 
James, Saint Athanasius, Saint Monnica, 
Saint John the Evangelist, Saint Gregory, 
Saint Dunstan, Saint Augustine of Canter- 
bury and the Venerable Bede are a few of 
the names whose festivals have occured 
with the scope of four weeks. 

Now the position of the saints in ec- 
clesiastical liturgy is a matter of doctrinal 


difference. So we shall not discuss the 
mechanics of their position or their fune- 
tions here. 

But we do believe, as all Christians be- 
lieve, that these common and frequently 
ungifted men and women have helped to 
brighten and beautify the world by the 
power of the Holy Ghost within them, that 
their example is a lofty one for us to follow 
and that, as part of the Church Trium- 
phant in heaven, they are in communion 
with us through the One Body of our Lord 
Jesus Christ which is His universal Church, 

There should be no reluctance to con- 
sider the lives of the saints because their 
examples are living witnesses of what the 
Christian Faith can effect in the hearts 
of men. 

Indeed, religion can become almost 
threadbare when we talk and think of 
God's love and power in the abstract with- 
out considering, in definite and personal 
terms, what that love and power have ac- 
complished in specific persons. 

The saints are the witnesses of God's 
love. They testify to the salvation won 
for us on the Cross by the Savior of man. 
They constitute an overwhelming body of 
evidence that the Holy Spirit is with us 
and in us and behind us until Christ comes 
again to earth.

The Federal government has 
taken steps to increase the an- 
nual grant that it makes towards 
the building of safe railway 
crossings. The grant is to be in- 
creased to $1,000,000 per year, 

This fund was established in 
1909 with a grant of $200,000 per 
year. It has been increased 
steadily until jt is now five times 
this amount, Under the terms of 
the legislation, not more than 25 
percent of the cost of any pro- 
ject can be paid from the fund. 
The limit for any one project has 
been $100,000. At this session that 
ds being increased to $150,000. 

The need for this fund is obvi- 
ous. Increased traffic has result- 
ed in an increasing number of 
level-crossing accidents. 

Tt may come as a surprise to 
learn that in 1948, the last year 
in which a complete report is 
available, there was an average 
of more than one railway cross- 
ing accident every day in the 
year, a total of 414 accidents with 
156 persons killed and 566 in- 
jured. 


Heavy Toll 
At Crossings 

The report of the transport 
commissioners discloses that dur- 
ing the 10-year period, 1939-48, 
there were 3,541 crossing acci- 
dents, an average of almost one 
per day for that 10-year period. 
It is said 1,342 persons were killed 
and 5,024 injured. 

That is a costly record, costly 
in lives and physical injury. It 
would obviously be cheaper to 
take steps to prevent those acci- 
dents and on this score the of- 
ficial report is also enlightening, 

Out of the 414 accidents in 
1948, only 18 occurred at points 
protected by gates. Only one 
occurred at a crossing protected 
by an automatic traffic signal. At 
crossings pretected by a bell 
there were six accidents, At 
crossings protected by a bel! and 
wigway 40 accidents. At cross- 
ings protected by flashing sig- 
nals and bells, 10 accidents. At 
crossings protected by a watch- 
man, seven accidents. At cross- 
ings with no protection 342 acci- 
dents, 


On One Point 
No Argument 


It may seem strange that there 
were more accidents at crossings 
marked by both lights and wig- 
wags than at those protected by 
only traffic signals, The report 
does not make this clear, but it 
seems obvious that some of these 
crossings are muci, busier than 
others, and that this is the chief 
reason for the different results

achieved by the different safety 
methods. 

But there can be no doubt re- 
garding the difference in acci- 
dent rates between the unpro- 
tected crossings and those which 
have protection, With over 80 
per cent of all railway crossing 
accidents happening at unpro- 
tected crossings, there can be 
little argument over the need for 
crossing protection, 

It is a matter that is so neces- 
sary that parliament is voting an 
extra half million dollars per 
year to deal with it. Yet being 
so important, it also appears that 
the board of Transport Commis- 
sioners are too busy to hand 
down a ruling regarding some of 
the dangerous railway crossings 
in Edmonton. 


Callous 
Negligence 

With an accident rate of more 
than an accident per day across 
this Nation, the delay of months 
in deciding what is to be done 


e@bout Edmonton crossings is little 
short of callous negligence on 
the part of the board. 

If the members cannot do their 
work, it would seem that the 
government should appoint a 
board that can. If the board has 
too heavy a load, then it might 
save the country many dollars if 
sufficient board members were 
appointed. 

In the debate which followed 
the move to increase this grant, 
many members mentioned vari- 
ous dangerous locations, Yet can 
one imagine anything more dan- 
gerous than the blind crossing 
of the main line of the CNR, 
where a man was killed recently, 
and where there is no protection? 
Can anyone imagine a railway 
crossing that is more dangerous 
than the crossing at 82nd avenue 
by the CPR? True, the trains 
cross slowly. But 82nd avenue is 
a main business street and a 
main traffic artery, There is no 
watchman, no gates, not even an 
adequate signal. On 124th street, 
traffic has become so heavy that 
traffic lights are now needed, yet 
the CNR crosses those busy 
6treets at five points within 
a short distance, and there {s not 
one signal except for the old 
wooden sign. 

It is good to know that the 
Federal government is concerned 
about reducing this serious in- 
cTease in crossing accidents, It is 
unfortunate that this has not in- 
cluded the City of Edmonton, 
which has contributed a sizeable 
share of those crossing-accident 
figures,

BIG INVESTMENT 

Now, inciuding her own tiny 
house and the house where her 
hired help lives, she has about

She thinks it has paid off, With-
